It was brought out that the 500 
shares of Commercial, for the pur- 
chase of which Mellon lent $150,000 
without interest. to the Ascalot 
company, was acquired on Feb. 16, 
1931. 

The Government contends that 
Ascalot, the personal holding con- 
cern of Mrs. Bruce, was controlled 
actually by Mellon and used by him, 
|along with other family holding 
' companies, to evade income taxes 
'through stock sales and transac- 
' tions on which losses were deduct- 
ed. 


Debt Not Wiped Out. 

From the Bruce _ stock deals, 
Shearer switched his questioning to 
the sale through a stock broker 
“account No. 48,” maintained by 
| Mellon, of 8000 shares of stock on 
| July 8, 1931, for $363,135, the pro- 
ceeds of which were deposited to 
the banker’s account. 

Johnson showed from his records 
he had been authorized by a meet- 
ing of Ascalot’s executive commit- 
tee on June 2, 1931, to dispose of 
that stock for liquidating debts and 
investing any additional funds. 

Shearer brought out that the 
$150,000 debt Ascalot owed Mellon 
for the purchase of the bank stock 
was not wiped off the books at the 
time but allowed to remain. John- 
son said he didn’t know why it was 
kept this way. 

Bruce, son of a former United 
States Senator from Maryland, mar- 
ried Mellon’s daughter on May 29, 
1929, in Washington: Mellon’s wed- 
ding gift to his daughter was $1,- 
000,000 worth of Aluminum Co. of 
America preferred stock — now 
among the assets of Ascalot. 


Short Sales by Mellon Denied. 
A denial that Mellon sold stocks 
“short” during 1931 was made by 


Johnson. 

Johnson had testified last week 
that two “short sales” had been 
made in March, 1931, in a special 
brokerage account maintained by 
Mellon. Today he said he wished 
to correct that—that the sale “ac- 
tually was not a short one, but one 
made with the intention of deliv- 
ering stocks already in Mellon’s

Testimony as to loans obtained 
from other banks by Henry Gies- 
senbier, former cashier of the closed 
Scruggs, Vandervoort & Barney 
Bank, was given today in Giessen- 


bier’s trial before Federal Judge 
Davis on the charge of misapplica- 
tion of $19,700 of funds. 

Oliver Anderson, secretary of 
Scruggs, Vandervoort & Barney Dry 
Goods Co., an an employe of that 
company for more than 50 years, 
testified that the stock records 
showed Giessenbier as owning 850 
shares of the store’s stock, par value 
$25 a share. The present market 
value is $2 a share. 
acquired between March, 1926, and 
July, 1929, and is now held by the 
dry goods company, Anderson said, 
as collateral for a note for $15,810 
given by Giessenbier to the com- 
pany, this note covering his entire 
indebtedness to the company. 

Joint Loan With Mayfield. 

This indebtedness, Anderson said, 
included five notes given to banks 
for $8500. He said one of the notes 
was for a joint loan from the Jef- 
ferson-Gravois Bank to Giessenbier 
and F. M. Mayfield, president of 
Scruggs, Vandervoort & Barney 
Dry Goods Co., who was then also 
president of Scruggs, Vandervoort 
& Barney Bank.

National Stockyards Bank of East 
St. Louis, testified as to loans made 
from that bank by Giessenbier, and 
of stock of various issues pledged 
by Giessenbier for the loans. His 
loans reached $5738 on April 1, 1930, 
but the indebtedness was eventu- 
ally reduced to $600 by sale of va- 
rious collateral, which included 402 
shares of the dry goods store's 
stock. 

Garvin testified that Aug. 15, 
1928, a joint loan was made by the 
National Stockyards Bank to Gies- 
senbier and Mayfield, secured by 
350 shares of the dry goods store's 
stock, 250 shares being the prop- 
erty of Giessenbier and 100 belong- 
ing to Mayfield. 

Fred Kurtz, an officer of the Unit- 
ed Bank and Trust Co., testified 
that bank lent $4000 jointly to Gies- 
senbier and Mayfield Aug. 2, 1929, 
and that the loan was paid off in 
1930-32. ° 

Bank Replaced Securities. 

Cc. J. Prince, vice-president of 
Scruggs, Vandervoort & Barney 
Bank, was an earlier witness today. 

In one instance, Prince testified 
yesterday, 50 shares of American 
Telephone & Telegraph Co. stock 
deposited as collateral by Mrs. El- 
len T, Hayden was sold for $6935. 
When Mrs. Hayden complained, 
the bank was able to buy 50 shares 
of the stock for $5566, but Mrs. 


Hayden demanded, and got, the 
profit on the transaction. 
Liberty bonds of Miss Marie 


Ernst, which were sold by Giessen- 
bier, were replaced by the bank, 
Prince said, at a cost of $4662. 
Stocks of Miss Ruth Johnston, 
similarly sold, were replaced by 
the bank at a cost of $1624, Prince 
said. 

In June, 1932, six months after 
Giessenbier left the employ of the 
bank, Prince testified, he had a con- 
ference- with Giessenbier about 
charge-offs, which totaled $13,179. 
On the following day, he said, Gies- 
senbier returned with two notes, 
dated Nov. 25, 1931, which equalled 
the amount of the charge-offs. The 
signers of the notes, Mr. and Mrs.

Roland J. Steinle, defense coun- 
sel, said an appeal would be taken. 
The 68-year-old Huckins walked 
slowly to the court’s bench and an- 
swered “no” in reply to the query 
of Judge F. A. Geiger whether he 
had any reason to offer why judg- 
ment should not be pronounced. 
Previously Judge Geiger denied a 
motion for a new trial. He also 
denied a motion for arrest of judg- 
ment. Huckins was granted a five- 
day stay of execution.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 28.—Secre- 
tary of the Interior Ickes defended 
the New Deal in a speech before a 
joint meeting of the Washington 


Rotary and Lions clubs yesterday. 
He safd the country had to have 
President Roosevelt or a Fascist 
or Communist dictatorship. 

The New Deal, he said, was not 
new, but an attempt to carry out 
the old ideal expressed by Thomas 
Jefferson in the Declaration of In- 
dependence. 

Ickes defined the New Deal as 
“a fair chance under the law to 
work out a worth-while life.” 

“We can do with fewer steam 
yachts and by the same token we 
can do with fewer slums in this 
country,” he said. 

He said he could see no objection 
to permitting large incomes, but 
advocated high income taxes so 
that after receiving a “reasonable 
amount” wealthy men would be 
working “for the people of the 
United States.” He acknowledged 
that it would require “education” to 
secure their consent to this. 

In particular, he said, he was in- 
terested in providing housing for 
low income groups under the PWA, 
and he spoke of slum clearance as 
a “life-long task.”

Congress Cannot Regulate 
Manufacturing Opera- 
tions Under Its Power to 
Regulate Interstate Com- 
merce, He Says.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 28. — By 
holding that the relations between 
the Weirton Steel Co. and its em- 
ployes could not be regulated by 
the Federal Government under the 
commerce clause of the Constitu- 
tion, United States District Judge 
John P. Nields of Delaware yester- 
day struck at the heart of the Na- 
tional Industrial Recovery Act, and 
if his decision is upheld by the Unit- 
ed States Supreme Court the NRA 
will be out of the new deal pro- 
gram. The “planned economy” 
contemplated under the act will be 
rendered impossible if the court of 
last resort agrees with Nields’ rea- 
soning, 

So far as the Roosevelt adminis- 
tration is concerned, the Nields de- 
cision came at a most unfortunate 
time, It topped the decision of 
United States District Judge Grubb 
of Alabama that the Tennessee Val- 
ley Authority could not engage gen- 
erally in the sale and distribution of 
electric power and was delivered 
the same day that United States 
District Judge Dawson of Kentucky 
held that the NIRA, as applied to 
the coal mining industry, was un- 
constitutional. 

Previously Judge Grubb had held 
against the Government in a lumber 
code case, and Judge Dawson had 
held that the Public Work Adminis- 
tration was without : uthority to cone 
demn land for low. cost housing 
projects. Both these earlier cases 
are scheduled to be argued in the 
United States Supreme Court some- 
time in April. 

These lower court decisions and 
the United States Supreme Court’s

The trial of Os¢ar E. Wells, 
Brentwood automobile mechanic, on 


a charge of attempted bombing, be- 
gan today before a jury in Circuit 
Judge Nolte’s court at Clayton. 

In an opening statement to the 
jury, Assistant Prosecuting Attor- 
ney McNatt said the State was pre- 
pared to show that the defendant 
opened the door of his car and 
dropped 10 sticks of dynamite to the 
ground when accosted near a new 
residence on Highway 77 on the 
night of last Oct. 11. Philip Foley, 
attorney for Wells, professed sur- 
prise and asked for time to con- 
sider that evidence. The Court over- 
ruled his motion. 

Identifies Defendant. 


Ralph Barthels, a chauffeur, who 
owns a bungalow on Highway 77, a 
short distance north of Ladue road, 
testified he built the house “open 


shop” and performed some of the | 
work himself. Last Oct. 11, he said, | 


he was laying a concrete walk when | 
a man, whom he identified from the 
witness stand as Wells, walked into 
the yard and asked to rent the 
place. Barthels said he informed 
the caller that tenants were to Move 
in as soon as the place was com-| 
pleted. 

Wells, the witness said, asked 
several questions about Harry Hart, 
the contractor, then departed, re- 
marking that he had walked from a 
bus on Olive Street road. Barthels 
said that his brother-in-law, H. E. 
Hageman, who had been helping | 
him, followed -the man in an auto-| 
mobile and two blocks away saw 
him get into an automobile and, 
drive away. : 

Asked if he saw Wells again that 
day, the witness replied: ‘Yes, 
that night I saw him standing be- 
side a roadster about 300 feet from 
my house. There were 10 sticks of 
dynamite, taped together and with 
fuse attached, beside the machine. 
I asked him if he wasn’t the same 
fellow who had been around that | 
afternoon. and he said he was not.” | 


Corroborative Testimony.

The witness said that the following 
night he was in the group question- 
ing Wells and found the dynamite | 
bomb beside the car. | 

Robert Weiland, 9233 Manchester | 
road, testified he knew Wells and |

In Grossheim’s hardware store in| 
Rock Hill Village, where Wells 
bought dynamite and fuse. Wells 
said, Weiland testified, that he was |

Cases Not Parallel. 

However, the Appalachian Coals 
decision affords no inkling of what 
might be expected from the Su- 
preme Court in the Weirton case, 
because they are in nowise parallel. 
The Appalachian decision permitted 
a number of coal producers to join 
for the purpose of marketing their 
collective product, It was held by 
eight of the nine Justices that this 
organization would not violate the 
Sherman anti-trust act; that it 
could not monopolize the coal mar- 
ket and contro] prices. It was held 
to be so small a proportion of the 
whole industry as not to be able 
even to interfere with fair compe- 
tition. Furthermore, the purpose of 
the agency was not to fix prices 
among its members even, but only 
to facilitate the sale of their prod- 
uct in the open markets of the 
country. There was no question of 
interstate commerce involved. The 
Government instituted the suit con- 
tending that the Sherman anti-trust 
act would be violated; the defense 
was that this would not be the case. 

Judge Nields’ Decision. 

Judge Nields, in his 85-page deci- 
sion, devoted 13 pages to his conclu- 
sions from the evidence and their 
application to his view of the Con- 
stitution. 

He rejected the three primary 
declarations in section l, title 1, of 
the NIRA on which Congress relied 
for the constitutional authority for 
the act. The first declaration by 
Congress was that “a national emer- 
gency productive of widespread un- 
employment and disorganization of 
industry, which burdens interstate 
and foreign commerce, affects the 
public welfare and undermines the 
standards of living of the American 
people, is hereby declared to exist.” 

The second and third declarations 
were combined in a sentence saying 
among other things that “it is here- 
by declared to be the policy of 
Congress to remove obstructions to 
the free flow of interstate and for- 
eign commerce which tend to di- 
minish the amount thereof; and to 
provide for the general welfare—.” 

Congress thus relied for its con- 
stitutional authority to enact the 
NIRA upon the declaration of an 
emergency, its self-claimed power to 
promote the general welfare, and its 
power to regulate interstate com- 
merce, 

Judge Nields, in his decision, as 
far as he had the power knocked 
out these three pillars on which the 
NIRA stands. 

Powers of Congress. 
Taking up the question 
powers conferred on Congress by an 

emergency, he tartly observed: 

“The suggestion that recurrent 
hard times suspend constitutional 
limitations or cause manu/acturing 
operations to so affect interstate 
commerce as to subject them to reg- 
ulation by the Congress borders on 
the fantastic and merits no serious 
' consideration.” 
| He likewise held that the s0- 
called general welfare clauses in 
'the Constitution gave Congress no 
| power whatsoever. ; 
| “Power to enact 7A (the section 
‘of the NIRA involved in the labor- 
| capital injunction suit) was not 
' 


'econferred on Congress.” he said, 
'“by the ‘general welfare’ recital in 
|the preamble to the Constitution, 
inor by the “welfare clause,” article 
1, section 8, of the Constitution. 

“The preamble confers no pow- 
ers and the welfare clause is com- 
monly considered as a specification 
of the purpose for which money 
may be appropriated and not as a 
substantive grant of power.” 

Meaning of Commerce Clause. 

Having disposed of these two con- 
tentions, Judge Nields then held 
the commerce clause had 
granted no power to Congress to 
regulate employer-employe  rela- 
tions. 

“The enactment of 7A,” he de- 
clared, “either is authorized by the 
commerce clause of the Constitu- 
tion or it is unauthorized and void. 
The relations between the defend- 
ants (the Weirton Co.) and its em- 
ployes do not affect interstate com- 
merce. Manufacturing is a co-op- 
erative enterprise. Production in 
quantities and quality, with con- 
sistent wages, salaries and divi- 
dends opens upon a sympathetic 
co-operation of management and 
workmen.” 

“The judge then pointed out that 
the NRA had endeavored to regu- 
late virtually all business and in- 
dustry by voluntary or prescribed 
codes under the NRA. 

“These codes,” the 
served, “include not only great 
manufacturing industries such as 
the steel code, automobile and tex- 
tile codes, but also the bankers’ 
code, hotel code, newspaper code, 
undertakers’ code and baby car- 
riage code. They bring within their 
scope the entire economic life of 
the country.” 

Interstate Commerce Defined. 

Judge Nields cited several deci- 
isions by the United States Supreme 
Court holding that manufacturing 
itself could not be considered in- 
terstate commerce. 

“In a number of cases,” he said, 
“the Supreme Court has declared 


Judge ob- 


that the commerce clause of the 
Constitution cannot be construed 
to bring within the regulatory pow- 
er of Congress the entire industrial 
life of the nation. In Kidd v. Pear- 
son, 128 U. S. 1, 20, the court held 
a statute of Iowa to be constitu- 
tional which prohibited the manu- 
facture of liquor intended to be sold 
in interstate shipment. The court 
said: 

““No distinction is more popular 
to the common mind, or more clear- 


ly expressed in economic and polit- 
ical literature, than that between 
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ufacture is transformation—the 
fashioning of raw materials into a 
change of form for use. The func- 
tions of commerée are different. The 
buying and selling and the trans- 
portation incidental thereto consti- 
tute commerce; and the regulation 
of commerce in the constitutional 
gense embraces the regulation at 
least of such transportation. The 
legal definition of the term, as given 
by this Cour. of Mobile v. Kimbal, 
102 U. S. 691, 702, is as tollows: 
“Commerce with foreign countries, 
and among that states, strictly con- 
sidered, consists in. intercourse and 
traffic, including in these terms 
navigation, and the transportation 
and transit of persons and property, 
as well as the purchase, sale and 
exchange of commodities.’ ” 
What the Term Includes, 

“Tf it be held that the term in- 
cludes the regulation of all such 
manufacturers as are intended to 
be the subject of commercial trans- 
actions in the future, it is impos- 
sible to deny that it would also 
include all productive industries 
that contemplate the same thing. 
The result would be that Congress 
would be invested, to the exclusion 
of the States, with the power to 
regulate, not only manufacturers, 
but also agriculture, horticulture, 
stock raising, domestic fisheries, 
mining—in short, every branch of 
human industry. For is there one 
of them that does not contemplate, 
more or less clearly, an interstate 
or foreign market? Does not the 
wheat grower of the Northwest, 
and the cotton planter of the South. 
cultivate, and harvest his crop 
with an eye on the prices at Liver- 
pool, New York and Chicago? The 
power being vested in Congress 
and denied to the States, it would 
follow as an inevitable result that 
the duty would devolve on Con- 
gress to regulate all of these deli- 
cate, multiform, and vital interest 
—interests which in their nature 
are and must be, local in all the 
details of their successful man- 
agement. It is not necessary to 
enlarge on, but only to suggest the 
impracticability of such a- scheme, 
when we regard the multitudinous 
affairs involved, and the almost in- 
finite variety of their minute de- 
tails.

When the commerce begins | 
is determined, not by the character!

tion of the owner to transfer it to 
another state for sale, nor by his 
preparation of it for transportation, 
but by its actual delivery to a com- 
mon: carrier for transportation, or 
the actual commencement of its 
transfer to another state. (Mr. Jus- 
tice Jackson in re Green, 52 Fed. 
Rep. 113.) This principal has been 
recognized often in this court. If 
it were otherwise, all manufacture 
intended for interstate shipment 
would be brought under Federal 
control to the practical exclusion 
of the authority of the states, a re- 
sult certainly not contemplated by 
the framers of the Constitution 
when they vested in Congress the 
authority to regulate commerce 
among the states.’ 

“This is a clear and emphatic 
statement that the commerce clause 
cannot be construed so as to bring 
within the regulatory power of the 
Federal Government the manufac- 
ture of goods intended for ship- 
ment in interstate commerce and a 
fortiori the entire economic life of 
the nation. 


Heisler V. Thomas Colliery Co. 

Judge Nields quoted at length 
from the Supreme Court’s opinion 
in the celebrated case of Heisler 
V. Thomas Colliery Co., 260 U. S. 
245,259, involving the constitution- 
ality of a Pennsylvania law impos- 
ing a tax on each ton of coal pre- 
pared for market. At the time it 
was estimated that 80 per cent of 
the coal so taxed eventually went 
into interstate commerce. The Su- 
preme Court rejected the contention 
that such a State tax obstructed in- 
erstate commerce, declaring: 


“The reach and consequences of 
the contention repel its acceptance. 
If the possibility, or, indeed, cer- 
tainty of exportation ef a product 
or article from a State determines 
it to be in interstate commerce be- 
fore the commencement of its 
movement from the State, it would 
seem to follow that it is in such 
commerce from the instance of its 
growth or production, and in the 
case of coals, as they lie in the 
ground. The result would be curi- 
ous, It would nationalize all in- 
it would nationalize and 
withdraw from State jurisdiction 
and deliver to Federal commercial 
control fruits of California and the 
South, the wheat of the West and 
its meats, the cotton of the South, 
the shoes of Massachusetts and the 
woolen industries of other States, at 
the very inception of their produc- 
tion or growth; that is, the fruits 
the cotton and wheat 
ungathered, hides and flesh of cat- 
tle yet ‘on the hoof,’ wool yet un- 
shorn, and coal yet unmined, be- 
cause they are in varying percen- 
tages destined for and surely to be 
exported to states other than those 
of their production.” 

Employers’ Liability Cases. 

Judge Nields also quoted the Su- 
preme Court’s opinion in the em- 
ployers’ liability cases, 207 U. S. 
463,502, in which the Court held un- 
constitutional a Federal law sub- 
jecting the intrastate business of 
interstate carrries, such as repair 
shops, to Federal regulations. In 
those cases, the Supreme Court 
said 

“To state the proposition is to re- 
fute it. It assumes that because 
one engages in interstate commerce 
he thereby endows Congress with 
power not delegated to it by the 
Constitution: in other words. with

rests upon the conception that the 
Constitution destroyed that free- 
dom of commerce which it was its 
purpose to preserve, since it treats 
the right to engage in interstate 
commerce as a privilege which can- 
not be availed of except upon such 
conditions as Congress may pre- 
scribe, even although the condi- 
tions would be otherwise beyond the 
power of Congress. It is apparent 
that if the contention were well 
founded it would extend the power 
of Congress to every conceivable 
subject, however, inherently local, 
would obliterate all the limitations 
of power imposed by the Constitu- 
tion, and would destroy the author- 
ity of the states as to all conceiv- 
able matters which from the begin- 
ning have been, and must continue 
to be, under their control so long 
as the Constitution endures.” 


Judge Nields’ Comment. 


Commenting on these highest 
court opinions, Judge WNields ob- 
served: 

“The reductio ad absurdum proc- 
ess of reasoning of the Supreme 
Court—that regulating manufactur- 
ing involved the regulation of all 
industry—was held to demonstrate 
the conclusion that the Constitution 
did not give the Congress the 
power to regulate manufacture. The 
authority of these four cases of the 
Supreme Court stand and must 
continue to stand until the Con- 
stitution is amended. Their appli- 
cation to the business of tfie de- 
fendant is quite certain.” 


Judge Nields declared there was. 


no analogy between the Weirton 
case and the Supreme Court’s opin- 
ion upholding the constitutionality 
of the Grain Futures Act of 1922. 
He said that the Grain Futures Act 
dealt with raw materials moving in 
interstate commerce, whereas the 
Weirton case related to manufac- 
turing operations involving mechan- 
ical, chemical and electrolytic proc- 
esses. 

“If defendant’s manufacturing 
plants and manufacturing opera- 


tions,” he concluded, “are to be re- | 


garded -as instruments for the in- 


terstate movement of goods, it fol- | 


lows that practically all of the man- 
ufacturing industry of the United 
States would be brought within the 
contro] of the Federal Government 
Such result has received the un- 
qualified condemnation of the S1- 
preme Court.” 


Administration’s Theory. 


At the time of the enactment of 
the NIRA, Senator Wagner and 
Donald A. Richberg insisted that 
the commerce clause gave Congress 
extensive power over intrastate as 
well as interstate businesses. They 
contended that the intrastate busi- 
ness “affected” interstate 
merce, and for ‘hat reason was sub- 
ject to Federal regulations. Judzce 
Nields’ opinion swept aside these 
arguments by denying that many of 
the businesses they said were inter- 
state were not themselves subject 
to Federal legislation. 

Unless the Weirton case is expe-

The East St. Louis grand jury 
which indicted three hoodlums for 
the murder in a holdup last Fri- 
day of William C. Moss, 67-year- 
old street car motorman, will broad- 
en its inquiry when it reconvenes 
March 25, and investigate the ac- 
tivities of unlicensed Negro bonds- 
men who frequent East St. Louis 
public offices on Main _ street, 
State’s Attorney Zerweck said to- 


day. 

Specifically, the grand jury will 
investigate why two of the youths, 
Van Buren Dedmon Jr., 25-year- 
old twice-paroled convict, and John 
Krul, 21, both indicted for Moss’ 
murder. were free on bail bonds 
signed by unlicensed Negro bonds- 
men. after they had been charged 
with other crimes 

Illinois law requires professional 
bondsmen to pay a $25 license fee 
and to post with the State securi- 
ties valued at $5000. 

Third Released by Deputy. 

The third youth, Edward Balling, 
20, a paroled convict from Pontiac 
Reformatory, who also was indict- 
ed for the murder of Moss, was re- 
leased without bond by Special 
Deputy Sheriff Joseph G. Schrader 
on his promise to betray the two 
others in a holdup of a Madison 
grocer who had identified Balling. 

Unlicensed Negro bondsmen on 
Krul’s bail are Joe Nelson, 1616 
Piggott avenue; Jesse Crigler, 107 


North Fourteenth street, and Minor 
J. McDonald, Courtland place. Mose | 
Allen, prosperous Negro grocer of 
Rush City, south of East St. Louis, | 
signed Dedmon’s bond. Property | 
listed for Krul’s bail was insuf-| 
ficient, Zerweck said. 

These four, with Henry Hayes, 
Negro politician who served a term 
of two years in Leavenworth Peni- 
tentiary for perjury in connection 
with the signing of Federal bonds 
in 1929, signed the majority of 
bonds in 2700 arrests made in 1934 
by police, a canvass of Justice of 
Peace offices jocated on Main street 
across from Police Headquarters 
disclosed. 


“The Main Street Bondsmen.” 


With about 10 other Negroes, also 
not licensed, who sign bonds less 
frequently, these five constitute the 
group designated by police as the 
“Main street bondsmen.” The cus- 
tomary charge for the bond is from 
$5 to $10, and, according to a police 
official, they frequent Main street 
watching for arrests. Either they 
or their “runners,’ who get a com- 
mission out of the bond cost, appear 
at Police Headquarters when a pris- 
oner is brought in and solicit him 
for bond service 

The five Justices of Peace and a 
Police Magistrate, by agreement 
with the Commissioner of Police. 
which custom has existed for years, 
take turns for a period of a week 
in hearing cases on police arrests. 
The Justices and Magistrate get $1 
fee on a bond and other fees when 
hearings are held 

The system is bound up with the 
political considerations of Main 
atreet, where, besides the Police 
Headquarters and lucrative offices 
of Justices, are located the Consta- 
bles, City Hall, Deputy Sheriff's of- 
fice and offices of many attorneys. 

Precinct Political Leaders. 

Crigler is a Democratic precinct 
committeeman and is janitor at the 
City Hall, and the rest of the bonds- 
men are political leaders in their 


various precincts. Most of them 
identify themselves in the Negro 
sections through other forms of | 


public activity. None except Crig- | 
ler and Allen have evident regular | 
occupations 

The city administration. in order 
to favor Negro political leaders who 
act as bondsmen, can dictate those 
who will be accepted as sureties by 
the Justices and Magistrate. under 
the threat of depriving the Justice 
of his week's share of police case 
hearings. The late Chief of Police 
James Leahy did deprive a Justice 
of police cases, explaining that the} 
Justice took up too much time. The 
system has worked under Repub- 
lican and Democratic control alike. 

In East St. Louis elections, the po- 
litical balance of power frequently | 
hes in the thickly populated Negro 
precincts, especially when the 
strength of opponents otherwise is 
evenly balanced. 

The Negro vote is not fixed but 
follows the _ influential party in 
power. Before the general swing 
from the Republican ranks ending 
in the 1932 landslide, East St. Louis 
Negro precincts voted a large Re- 
publican majority, but since then 
they have voted Democratic ma- 
jorities in State and county elec- 
tions.

Labor Secretary Resigns—Gov- 
ernment Employes Reported 
Ready to Join Walkout.

HAVANA, Cuba, Feb. 28.—Em-

For four months the money is 
poured into the hopper, which 
grinds away for the benefit of 
both the promoters and the State. 
The community here does not suf- 
fer, because most of the money is 
visitors’, 

The same situation in any oth- 
er city of the size would be ruin- 
ous. 

Evidently the State of Ohio 
hasn’t figured it that way. The 
Senate of that State recently ap- 
proved a bill legalizing mutuels 
On dog-racing. Under this bill 
the track would get 161-3 per cent 
of the handle and the State 5 per 
cent, a total of 211-3 per cent of 
all the money wagered. 

If a $400,000 handle were pos- 
sible on a dog track, the daily 
take out of that total would 
amount to $85,230! 

A track operating 30 days un- 
der such conditions would pile up 
gross receipts from this source 
alone of nearly $2,000.000.

courts. 

“If an individual can’t think rap-

CHINA REHABILITATING AREA 
WHICH THE REDS OCCUPIED 


Sets Up a Social Revolution to 


Eradicate All Traces of Com- 
munistic Influence. 
By the Associated Press. 
MINGTU, Southern Kiangsi Prov- 


ince, China, Feb. 28.—A social revo- 
lution has been set in motion by the 
Chinese Government in order to 
eradicate all traces of the Commu- 


nistic influence in Central China. 

In the territory recaptured only 
a few weeks ago from the Red 
army, the Nationalist Government 
is faced with the problem of over- 
turning a Communistic society 
which had become established dur- 
ing the seven-year history of the 
Chinese Soviet Republic. 

Under orders from Gen. Chiang 
Kai-chek, whose portrait has re- 
placed that of Nikolai Lenin in the 
public buildings, the military ad- 
ministrators are attempting to woo 
the confidence of the people. Cap- 
tured Communists who show a de- 
sire to “repent” are trained in a 
reformatory for six months and 
then released. 

The entire political system has 
been reorganized and the peasants 
look on Chiang Kai-chek as deliv- 
erer and ruler. There are no more 
free “hand-outs” of land. Private 
property seized by the Communists 
and divided among the people is 
being redistributed and returned to 
the owners. The confiscated shops 
and industries also are being re- 
turned.

HOUSE GROUP VOTES TO RETAIN 
ANNUITIES IN SECURITY BILL 


Committee Overrides Protests of 
Insurance Companies, Which 
Urged Section’s Elimination. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 28.—Over- 
riding protests of insurance com- 
panies, the House Ways and Means 
Committee voted, 12 to 6, yesterday 
against elimination of voluntary an- 
nuities from the Social Security bill 
and neared completion of its work 
on the tentative bill. 

Under the voluntary annuity sec- 
tion any individual could buy bonds 
—“annuity certificates’—from the 
Treasury. When he reached _ 65 
years of age, the certificates would 
mature, and he could be paid off 
in a lump sum or in monthly install- 
ments not to exceed $100 a month 
until he got back all he had paid in 
plus 3 per cent interest. If he died 
before all the certificates had been 
bought back, his original invest- 
ment plus the 3 per cent interest, 
compounded annually, would go to 
his heirs.

BERLIN, Feb. 28 — Economie 
pressure, it became apparent today, 
has forced Reichsfuehrer Hitler to 
abandon for the present at least the 
public manifestations of his anti- 
Jewish policy. 

This tendency was indicated def- 
initely in the remarks of speakers 
at a meeting of political leaders and 
Nazi party members in which the 
Reich’s economic problems were the 
subject of discussion. 

While berating Jews as “vame- 
pires and exploiters,” speakers cone 
cluded their addresses by saying: 

“It may be asked of you why the 


administration undertakes nothing 
more against the Jews. It cannot 
for foreign political reasons, since 
further boycotts, foreign exchange 
difficulties and other troubles are 
thereby threatened. 

“Therefore, you must go about 
and spread what you have been 
told here and act accordingly.” 

Influence of Schacht. 

Behind this and similar develop- 
ments observers saw the strong in- 
fluence of Dr. Hjalmar Schacht, 
Minister of Economics, who in di- 
recting Germany’s economic fight 
cannot risk further boycotts and 
loss in bills of exchange. 

He is compelled to avoid these 
hazards to the Reich’s economic 
stability even though it may involve 
scrapping the clause which in the 
early days of Hitler’s activity won 
possibly more adherents to his pro- 
gram than any of the other 25 
planks in the Nazi platform. 

Dr. Schacht has kept a Jew at 
the head of his Foreign Exchange 
Department. He also has been 
quoted as saying he would stand 
by his other Jewish co-workers.

THE WEIRTON DECISION. 

The decision of a Federal District Court at Wil- 
mington, Del., in the Weirton case, holding that the 
much controverted Section 7A, the collective bar- 
gaining section, of the National Industrial Recovery 
Act is “unconstitutional and void” as applied to the 
business of the Weirton Steel Co., will doubtless be 
appealed to the United States Supreme Court. Mean- 
time, the decision stands as a check upon the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor in its effort, through 7A, 
to force the closed shop upon industry and as a re- 
buke to governmental meddling in labor disputes.

We said that the Government could 
not go into the business of conducting labor elections 
without making itself responsible for them. 

The Weirton case is a good illustration of the mess 
that the Government has got itself into through the 
sort of interference against which Gompers preached. 
In this case, the Government sought an injunction to 
restrain the company from dealing collectively with 
its employes through a so-called company union. The 
court refused to grant the injunction. The court said

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WHAT IS THE ISSUE? 

We are searching for the basis upon which advo- 
cates of repeal of Ordinance 31,698 rest their case. 
That ordinance authorizes the Health Commissioner 
to order the City Marshal to deliver impounded dogs 
to recognized schools of medicine in St. Louis. That 
is all the ordinance does. 

Its repeal would have no effect upon another or- 
dinance which permits *he impounding of unmuzzled 
and unlicensed dogs and, when they remain un- 
claimed after a reasonable interval, putting them to 


death. 
Its repeal would have no bearing upon the Mayor's 


proclamation, made in May, 1433, permitting the cap- 


ture and impounding of any dog not under leash, to 
prevent spread of rabies. 

If Ordinance 31,698 were repealed, the other ordi- 
nance and the Mayor’s proclamation would remain in 
effect and citizens’ pets would still be captured, im- 
pounded and, if unclaimed, put to death. 

Repeal advocates clan they are not opposed to 
animal experimentation. Medical authorities, how- 
ever, charge that this is the real issue at stake. Cer- 
tainly, the only effect of repeal would be to hamper 
medical experimentation. That is the sole purpose 
it would serve. 

Charles J. Dolan, chief spokesman for repeal, gave 
color to the charge of medical authorities when he 
spoke of medical students satisfying “their morbid 
curiosity.” That is a favorite phrase of anti-vivisec- 
tionists. And so did Dr. Spooner when, speaking en- 
tirely beside the point, he said: “I am 71 years old, 
and in my 43 years’ of experience as a surgeon, lI 
have never found it necessary to cut open a dumb 
animal to find out what is wrong with a human 
being.” 

If animal experimentation is the real issue at 
stake, of course a mountain of evidence can be pre- 
sented to show that it is essential for medical prog- 
ress. Work upon animals has saved millions of hu- 
man lives and mitigated an untold amount of human 
suffering. At Tuesday's hearing before the alder- 
manic committee, this point of view was ably sus- 
tained by representatives of the medical profession. 

If animal experimentation is not at stake, what is? 

At present, no dog is delivered to the medical 
schools which would not otherwise be put to to death 
in the City Pound's gas chamber. When made sub- 
ject to operation at the medical schools, the dogs are 
placed under anesthetic. In each case, they die pain- 
lessly, but in the latter case the death adds to the 
sum of scientific knowledge. 

The point was made at the hearing that St. Louis 
and Chicago are the only two cities with such ordi- 
The fact is, St. Louis and Chicago are lead- 
In time, every American city will 
adopt what Dr. Barr describes as ‘‘an orderly and 
reasonable solution of a community problem.” 

We urge the Board of Aldermen not to permit it- 
self to be bamboozled and stampeded by a movement 
which has its origin in misguided sentimentalism.

ES, the NRA has been dying these 

months—if to die be to seek silence, to 

engage in fewer public controversies, to 
keep off the front page and suddenly to be- 
come unsatisfactory copy for Washington 
correspondents. But all of these superficial 
manifestations of death may be present in a 
very vital organism. 

The permanence of NRA rests, in the last 
analysis, upon its necessity. Its vitality is 
as persistent as the problem of government 
relationship to industry, which it was de- 
signed to meet. While that problem lives, 
the NRA idea cannot die. Until we have 
solved it, we must look forward to working, 
in one application or another, with the 
ideas behind NRA. 

If government should not intervene some- 
how and somewhere to further the great 
social values that have always marked gov- 
ernment’s§ justification and purpose, mod- 
ern competition would revert to a dog-eat- 
dog process. Monopolies would grow until 
the only eompetition we should have would 
be between monopolies themselves. This 
war of lumbering giants would end with 
fearful losses. 

NRA is the actually existing machinery by 
which we are trying to work out a method 
of averting the self-destructive tendencies 
of an unrestrained capitalism. If we believe, 
as I do, that some kind of machinery like 
this must exist, unless we car. find some 
substitute that is affirmatively better, there 
is no alternative but to keep our present 
machinery in existence. 

It should be remembered always that NRA 
was not created as a permanent solution of 
a governmental problem. It was set up 
merely as one of many emergency devices 
created to stop the onrush of deflation and 
to give a measure of temporary stability to 
the industrial system, while, at the same 
time, it would afford a laboratory for ex- 
perimentation with more fundamental reme- 
dies. In keeping with this conception, it 
was designed to be completely flexible’ in 
the hands of those chosen to administer it. 
It can change form as quickly as better 
methods of meeting its problem are devised.

What of the incontrovertible benefits that 
have come from NRA? These are abolition 
of child labor, abolition of uneconomic and 
unsocial competition in the reduction of 
wages in the lower brackets, the beginnings 
of a system of collective bargaining based 
upon some sort of semi-judicial process 
and the beginnings of a system of industrial 
law designed to reduce commercial corrup- 
tion and anti-social competition within in- 
dustry. In addition to these permanent 
gains, there is the indubitable fact that NRA 
has put some 4,000,000 persons back to work. 
These benefits are generally conceded. 

On the other hand, there can be little ar- 
gument as to the things NRA has. failed to 
do. It has failed in one of its chief emer- 
gency tasks—raising the income of the indi- 
vidual worker—largely because of a rise in 
the cost of living and the spread of actual 
available work to more people. 

NRA has taught us that, in some fields at 
least, there are definite limitations upon 
what the Federal Government.can do. One 
such limitation arises in connection with 
the regulation of service trades. 


The many conflicts and overlappings in 
the codes are shortcomings generally recog- 
nized. These, together with the sheer num- 
ber of regulations embodied in the codes, 
have definitely slowed up business. The 
uncertainty and caution which they have in- 
stilled in business men have been a defla- 
tionary influence. 

e * a 

These, it seems t@ me, are the aspects of 
NRA where failure, in some degree at 
least, has been demowstrated, and where the 
lessons we have learned have been largely 
negative. 

In the field of conflict between workers 
and employers, NRA has offered, and is still 
offering, a forum for the presentation of 
two great controversies. The first of these 
is whether a high hourly wage or some de- 
vice to insure a higher yearly wage best 
serves the ultimate interest of employes, em- 
ployers and the public. The second is the 
feasibility of inventing new methods of col- 
lective bargaining. 

Despite the contentions of the A. F. of L., 
the public generally has become convinced 
that the workers’ interest will best be 
served, not by a blind insistence upon the 
highest possible hourly wage, but by the 
development of some method to _ provide 
more work at a higher yearly wage. We 
are beginning to see that in the field of 
labor, as in the field of materials, volume, 
and not unit price, is the key to prosperity. 
We have learned that the mere raising of 
hourly wage rates, and its inevitable effect 
upon costs, has simply cut down the volume 
which industry has produced. 

Proposals for: blanket legislation estab- 
lishing limited work-weeks are, of course, in 
the same category with the agitation to ob- 
tain or to hold hourly wage rates out of line 
with what industry can be expected to pay 
on a volume basis. 

The NRA has further provided the forum 
and the laboratory for intelligent experi- 
ment with the most appropriate methods of 
collective bargaining. Propositions to lay 
upon labor unions _ specific responsibility 
proportionate to their powers had, up to the 
inception of the NRA, failed to invent and 
suggest sufficiently realistic plans through 
which such responsibility could be defined 
and enforced. 

The administration has insisted—and the 
recent automobile controversy has shown 
the wisdom of this policy—that opportunity 
be provided for the encouragement of hon- 
est and intelligent experiments in labor or- 
ganization. The great value of this is to 
afford the means by which methods of ]a- 
bor organization may be improved and, it is 
to be hoped, to foster an increasingly intel- 
ligent type of labor leadership. 


In looking to the future, the one course 
that seems to be precluded is to discard the 
NRA completely. Some flexible administra- 
tive agency is essential if industry is to ad- 
just itself to constantly changing methods of 
business enterprise. In a world where the 
frontiers are closed, in a world of national- 
istic barriers, a world of increasing self- 
sufficiency and in a highly industrialized 
world, industrial ialeseniiiiae is unthinkable. 

Even some of the most bitter antagonists

Within the province of the board would 
come not only the planning of State build 
ings and other a eo improvements on 
which expenditures would be made in the 
course of time (whether or not they were 
so planned), but the planning of more eco- 
nomical and efficient State government. It 
would be a long-range undertaking, and no- 
body would need to ‘be frightened at the 
magnitude of it as envisaged at the begin- 
ning and for the mere purpose of planning. 

It is the principle of planning, rather than 
any specific plan, that well could have atten- 
tion now.

Alexander | 
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DESCRIBES ANCIENT 
INDIANS IN MISSOURI 


Dr. J. B. Berry of State Uni- 
versity Addresses Academy 
of Science in City. 


Red men who lived in Missouri 
thousands of years ago were dis- 
cussed by Dr. J. Brewton Berry, 
assistant professor of sociology and 
director of the anthropological col- 
lection, University of Missouri, be- 
fore the Academy of Science last 
night at Washington University. 

Dr. Berry said _ that 


records have been discovered of In- 
dian tribes, which dwelled here 
thousands of years before our writ- 
ten record indicates. Interesting 
things, he said, happened in Mis- 
souri at the time Moses led the 
Hebrews out of the wilderness and 
Alexander the Great marched 
through Asia. 

Unwritten records have been dis- 
covered, he said, in the form of 
broken stone Knives and arrow 
points, pottery vessels, beds of 
ashes and heaps of rubbish. Evi- 
| dence of the early civilization was 
| found in their ceméteries, caves and 
village sites. 

Two Tribes in State. 

| Discussing the first inhabitants, 
the professor said two powerful 
tribes lived here—the “Missouri” in 
the north and the “Osage” in the 
south. “Both were members of the 
|Siouan family,” he said. ‘“‘They were 
alike in many respects and were 
kind to each other. They lived in 
permanent villages and planted 
corn, beans, squash and pumpkins.” 

As to their characteristics, he said 
they were a warlike people, ex- 
tremely courageous and = strony. 
|'They had a fine sense of humor and 
‘were fond of hunting. 
/was named after the tribe, “Missou- 
ri. 
| He told of remains, found in di- 
verse sections of the State, which 
indicated that other tribes had 
dwelled in that territory.

Its fate, long a mystery, is told 
in an introduction by the editor, 
Carl J. Weber, professor of English 
literature at Colby College. Prof. 
Weber says the novel, which was 
Hardy’s first, was written in 1867-68 
and published in 1878 in the New 
Quarterly Magazine, but never was 
included in any list of his writings. 
It was supposed to have been lost 
for many years. 

The first trace of it was found 
by Paul Lemperly of Lakewood, O., 
in comparing a story by Hardy in 
the English magazine and com- 
ments by Alexander MacMillan, the 
publisher, who rejected it. Lem- 
perly wrote to Prof. Weber. Prof. 
Weber began a long search, which 
ended with proof that “An Indiscre- 
tion in the Life of an Heiress” was 
the same story as “The Poor Man 
and the Lady,” which Publisher 
MacMillan rejected.

SUBSTITUTE SALES TAX 
REPORTED 10. HOUSE 


Missouri Legislators to. Take 
Up One-Half of One Per 
Cent Bill Wednesday.

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 28.— 
The substitute sales tax bill drafted 
by the House Ways and Means 
Committee, to replace six pending 
sales tax measures, will be taken up 
by the House Wednesday morning, 


-lfor perfection, as a special order of 


business. : 
The committee report approving 
the substitute bill, which was adopt- 
ed yesterday afternoon, was made 
to the House today. 
The substitute measure, as had 


been -forecast, retains the present 
rate of one-half of 1 per cent, but 
broadens the tax base to include nu- 
merous services not.now subject to 
the tax. The bill would extend the 
life of the tax, which would expire 
on Dec. 31, 1935, under the present 
law, until Oct. 31, 1936. , 

Gov. Park’s administration _ bill, 
proposing an increase in the tax of 
1 per cent, and a two-year exten- 
sion, was discarded by the commit- 
tee in adopting the substitute. How- 
ever, when the bill comes up for 
perfection, which is the process of 
preparing it for passage, the bill 
may be amended by the House in 
any way it desires. 

Administration leaders will make 
a fight to place the rate at 1 per 
cent. A proposal also will be of- 
fered in the House to increase the 
rate to two per cent. 

The substitute bill adds the fol- 
lowing services to the taxable class- 
ifications covered by the present 
law: bookbinding, engraving, litho- 
graphing, printing, typesetting and 
rental of type or plates used in 
connection with these services; 
greenhouses, nurseries and similar 


custom hatching and 
incubating; undertakers and em- 
balmers, advertising and news 
agencies; rentals of all kinds of 
mechanical devices, arrangements, 
machinery, fixtures and equipment; 
storage, warehousing, wharfage, 
dockage, parking spaces and ser- 
vices. 

It adds pressing and towel and 
linen services to a classification of 
the present law covering commer- 
cial laundry, cleaning and dyeing. 

Sponsors of the substitute estl- 
mated the one-half of 1 per cent 
rate, on the proposed base, would 
produce about $7,500,000 a year. The 
tax, on the present base, produced 
about $4,250,000 in 1934, the first 
year it was in effect.

Federal Reserve District reported 
today that commercial production
